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PAGEANT  GIVEN 
SECOND  TIME! 


Recent  Dummer  history  has  been 
augumented  by  two  performances  of 
an  Historical  Pageant  pertaining  to 
the  events  surrounding  the  founding  of 
this  school.  The  last  performance  w-.s 
given  on  the  25th  of  September.  It 
was  staged  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Dummer  Allies,  and  several  members 
of  the  student  body  and  many  local 
residences   took   part. 

The  Pageant  was  written  by  Hazel 
Hammond  Albertson  and  was  ably  di- 
rected by  the  author  and  Mrs.  Paul 
Capron.  The  natural  amphitheatre  in 
the  rear  of  the  shop  served  as  a  stage. 
The  musical  accompaniment  was  super- 
vised y  Mrs.  Paul  Capron  and  played 
by  Mr.  Fred  Johnson  of  Haverhill.  Miss 
Brown  had  tea  and  sandwitches  served 
•»fter   the   performance. 

The  plot  was  built  around  the  life 
of  Richard  Dummer  and  his  grandson, 
William  Dummer,  on  this  location.  The 
first  scene  showed  Richard  Dummer 
and  dealt  with  his  succoring  Ann  Hut- 
chison and  the  consequences  thereof. 
Tea  in  William  Dummer's  time  follow-  | 
ed  this  episode.  The  second  depicted 
the  circumstances  of  William  Dummer  s 
rise  to  acting  Governor  of  this  state,  and 
his  part  in  the  Indian  uprising  that  fol- 
lowed. In  this  episode,  also,  it  showed 
the  making  of  Governor  Dummer's  will 
wherein  he  left  his  farm  and  library  to 
be  used  in  the  founding  of  a  school. 
The  last  episode  pictured  the  opening 
of  this  school  and  the  way  in  which 
Master  Moody  conducted  it.  It  also 
gave  us  a  glimpse  of  the  illustrious 
sons  of  Dummer  as  they  appeared  to 
Master   Moody   in   his   dreams. 

The  scenes  were  well  staged  although 
they  were  slightly  changed  in  places 
from  those  of  the  original  performance 
given  in  September,  1925.  The  lapses 
of  time  were  represented  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  Father  Time  and  the 
Maidens  of  Time  in  little  interludes.  At 
the  end  there  was  a  grand  finale  of  the 
entire   cast   which    consisted   of:

BROWNE  &  NICHOLS  20,  DUMMER  0 


On  Friday,  October  8,  the  Dummer 
football  team  suffered  its  second  defeat 
of  the  season  at  South  Byfield,  losing 
to  Browne  and  Nichols,  20  to  0.  The 
Red  and  White  put  up  a  fairly  good 
offense,  but  could  not  hold  the  B.  &  N. 
backs  who  crashed  through  for  good 
gains.  Graves  was  the  great  ground- 
gainer  for  the  visitors  and  made  all  the 
points.  Browne  and  Nichols  kicked 
off  and  Temple  ran  it  back  fifteen 
yards  to  the  40-yard  line.  Two  fumbles 
in  the  next  three  downs,  howev.-r, 
forced  Dummer  to  kick  and  the  runner 
was  nailed  on  their  35-yard  line. 
Terrific  holes  were  opened  in  the 
Dummer  line;  and  gains  of  from  five 
to  ten  yards  were  made  regularly  until 
after  six  first  downs  in  a  row,  Graves 
took  the  ball  over.  He  missed  the 
drop  for  the  extra  point.  B.  and  N. 
kicked  off  again  and  Temple  ran  it 
back  to  the  40-yard  line  again.  A 
fumble  on  the  first  play,  however,  pave 
the  ball  to  Browne  and  Nichols.  1  he 
opponents  then  started  in  their  gains 
until  they  lost  the  ball  on  a  fumble  re- 
covered by  Bottger  on  the  20-yard  line. 
The  quarter  intervened  at  this  point.  In 
the  second  period  the  Dummer  offense 
came  into  play  and  gains  by  Temple 
and  Sawyer  netted  Dummer  six  first 
downs  in  a  row.  The  visitors  finaily 
held  on  their  20-yard  line.  After  two 
first  downs  they  were  forced  to  punt 
and  booted  it  to  the  30-yard  line. 
Temple  ran  it  back  five  yards.  A 
well  executed  forward  pass  over  the 
center  of  the  line,  Hart  to  Bottger, 
gained  20  yards.  Two  short  gains 
ended   the   half. 

Hart  kicked  off  to  the  five-yard  line, 
but  the  runner  slipped  up  to  the  30- 
yard  line  before  he  was  downed. 
Browne  and  Nichols  again  opened  up 
thejr  effective  offense  and  marched 
to  the  five  yard  line  where  they  lost  the 
ball  on  downs.  Dummer  drove  through 
the  line  for  a  first  down,  but  this  was 
followed  by  a  fumble  recovered  by 
B.  &  N.  on  the  1  7-yard  line.  Two 
forward  passes  and  an  offside  penalty 
gave  them  the  score  and  again  the  goal 
was  made.  B.  c<  N.  kicked  off  and  for 
the  fifth  time  Temple  ran  back  the  kick 
to  the  30-yard  line.  At  this  point 
Temple  who  had  been  the  best  ground- 
gainer  and  defensive  player  on  the 
home  team  got  a  bit  groggy  from  his 
hard  work  and  was  relieved  bv  Webb. 
After  one  first  down  Hart  had  to  kic!:, 
and  B.  &  N.  p-tting  the  ball  in  play 
on  the  50-yard  line  again  went  down 
the  field  for  a  touchdown.  B.  &  N 
again  kicked  off  and  Webb  ran  back 
five  yards  to  the  th;rty.  The  home 
team's  fire  was  aro'ised  again  and  they 


went  down  the  field  for  a  string  of  five 
first  downs  on  gains  made  principally 
by  Sawyer  that  was  only  stopped  by  the 
time  limit.  In  spite  of  the  loss  it  was 
an  interesting  game  to  watch.  The 
Dummer  team  has  many  fine  features 
about  it,  among  them  the  kicking  of 
Hart,  the  ground-gaining  abilities  of 
Temple  and  Sawyer  and  the  general 
work  of  the  ends  predominate.  Un- 
fortunately, however,  the  defensive 
ability  is  not  numbered  among  these  aad 
needs  considerable  polishing  up.
